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NOTE 


The  coin  collection  of  the  late  Dr.  C.  E.  West  is  too  well  known  to  require 
any  special  introduction.  This  collection  is  the  result  of  long  and  laborious 
researches  by  a man  of  refined  taste  and  high  scholarly  education.  No 
attempt  was  made  to  make  any  series  complete,  a task  impossible  even  to 
the  richest  government  museum;  but  Dr.  West’s  main  object  was  to  se- 
cure the  best  possible  specimens  illustrative  of  the  various  periods  of 
Greek  and  Roman  art.  In  this  respect  he  was  successful,  and  the  present 
collection  now  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  auctioneer  is  composed  of  excel- 
lent examples  of  the  engraver’s  art  during  antiquity.  In  the  Greek  autono- 
mous the  coins  of  the  most  important  cities  show  the  various  development 
of  art  from  the  early  silver  stater  of  ^gina  down  to  the  Roman  conquest. 
The  Royal  Greek  series  are  very  numerous  and  well  selected,  more  spe- 
cially the  kings  of  Macedonia,  Syria,  and  Egypt.  The  Roman  Republic  is 
represented  by  few  historically  interesting  coins,  while  the  Roman  im- 
perial series  have  been  made  as  complete  as  possible,  the  gold  ones  being 
most  remarkable  by  the  beauty  of  the  coin  selected.  But  what  deserves 
more  special  notice  are  the  coins  illustrating  Jewish  history.  Any  Biblical 
student  will  be  struck  by  their  abundance  and  variety  and  rarity.  This 
branch  of  the  collection  is,  so  far  as  I know,  the  most  complete  in  this 
country.  I take  pleasure  also  in  stating  that  all  the  coins  have  been  criti- 
cally examined,  and  are  sold  under  the  absolute  guarantee  that  they  are 
all  genuine  antiques.

denarius,  known  as  the  tribute  money.  Silver.  Fine.

verse, lOTAIA  AEPinniN A within  a wreath.  Reverse,  two 
palms.  KAIEAPA  LIA,  year  fourteen.  Copper  lepton.  Very 
good. 

266  Nero  and  Britannicus,  Claudius  Felix  Procurator  (54  a.d.).  Two 

shields,  NEP  KAIC.  Reverse,  palm  tree.  BPIT.  Copper  lepton. 
Good. 

267  Nero,  Claudius  Felix.  Obverse,  palm.  KAICAPOC.  Reverse, 

NEPflNO  within  a wreath,  year  five  (54  a.d.).  Copper  lepton. 
Very  good. 

268  Vitellius  (69  A.D.).  His  bust  to  right.  Reverse,  trophy  and  captive 

Judea,  IVDAEA.  Plated.  This  is  an  antique  forgery,  made  with 
the  obverse  of  Vitellius  and  the  reverse  of  Vespasian.  Most 
likely  an  unique  coin,  recording  the  capture  of  Jerusalem,  ten 
years  before  the  beginning  of  the  Jewish  war.

279  Titus.  His  bust  to  left.  Reverse,  IVD.  CAP.  Palm  tree.  On  the 

left  side  of  the  tree  a Jewess,  seated,  on  the  right  a Jew,  standing, 
his  hands  tied  behind  his  back,  before  him  helmet  and  shield. 
First  brass.  Rare  and  good. 
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260  Domitian  and  Agrippa  II.  (48-100  a.d.).  Head  of  Domitian.  Re- 
verse, Victory  writing  on  shield.

283  Same.  Small  vase  with  cover.  Year  three.  Reverse,  De- 

liverance of  Zion,”  around  a vine  leaf.  Copper.  Fine.

Very  rare 
and  good. 

287  Hadrianus  (136-138  A.D.) . His  bust  to  right.  HADRIANVS  AVG. 

Cos.  HI.  P.P.  Reverse,  Fladrian  standing  to  right  before  Judaea. 
Two  children  bringing  palms.  ADVENT VI  xWG  IVDAEAE. 
Commemorating  the  emperor’s  visit  to  Judaea,  when  he  erected 
a temple  of  Jupiter  on  the  ruins  of  the  Jewish  sanctuary.  Rare  and 
fine.

302  Large  Phoenician  amphora.  Decorated  with  circles  in  purple  and 

black  on  yellowish  ground.  Found  in  Cyprus. 


303  Small  aryballos.  Asiatic  style.  Floral  decoration.  From  Rhodes. 

304  Large  aryballos.  Asiatic  style.  Decorated  with  a harpy,  a swan, 

and  rosettes.  Very  fine  and  rare.  From  Rhodes. 

305  Hydria.  Asiatic  style.  From  Rhodes.  The  ornamentation  is  com- 

posed of  a double  border  of  various  animals  and  rosettes.  A 
rare  specimen.  Seventh  century  b.c. 

306  Hydria.  From  Rhodes.  Black  ornamentation  on  red  ground,  rep- 

resenting a lion,  a boar,  and  a tree,  above  palmetto  border.  Very 
fine  shape. 

307  Lekythos.  Red  linear  ornamentation  on  white  ground,  represent- 

ing a scene  of  offerings  at  the  stele.  From  Athens.  Fourth 
century  b.c.  The  top  is  modern. 

308  Kantharos.  From  Apulia.  Red  decoration  on  black  ground.  Two 

specimens.  Both  broken. 

309  Large  Apulian  amphora.  Red  decoration  on  black  ground.  On 

front  of  the  vase  a warrior  is  represented  offering  a dish  to  a 
female  figure  seated  to  the  right.  The  style  is  typical  of  the 
Apulian  ceramic  of  the  fourth  century  b.c. 

310  Antique  glass  beads.  Also  a prehistoric  spinning  weight.  From 

Cyprus.  Two  pieces. 

31 1 Graeco-Roman  lamp.  From  Syria. 

312  Egyptian  mummy  of  an  ibis  contained  in  a terra-cotta  jar. 

313  Fine  mummy  case.  Elaborately  decorated  with  paintings  in  which 

the  funeral  rituals  are  recorded.  The  dead  was  a master  of  the 
ceremonies  in  the  temple  of  Heliopolis  ( ?) . 

The  paintings  on  this  sarcophagus,  although  more  than  three 
thousand  years  old,  have  preserved  all  their  freshness. 

With  these  mummy  cases  are  skull,  various  bones,  and  pieces  of 
the  clothing  found  with  it. 

Found  near  Thebes  in  upper  Egypt. 

314  Small  bronze  statuette  of  Osiris.  Bronze  statuette  of  bull  Apis. 

Also  a cynocephal  in  porcelain  and  an  Osiris,  also  in  same  material.

346  Similar  shaped  hatchet.  With  white  patina,  caused  by  long  exposure. 

347  Almond-shaped  hatchet.  Also  from  St.  Acheul.  A remarkable 

specimen. 

348  Two  hatchets.  From  St.  Acheul.  One  has  the  point  broken  off. 

Also  a scraper  and  some  stone  beads  from  same  locality. 

349  Leaf-shaped  hatchet.  From  Montieres.  Of  typical  form. 

350  Small  hatchet.  From  the  drift  at  Moulin-Quignon,  near  Abbeville. 

351  Triangular  hatchet.  From  the  drift  St.  Roch,  near  Amiens.  Fine 

white  patina.  A very  rare  specimen. 

352  Small  collection  of  flint  implements  and  bones  from  the  caves  of  the 

south  of  France,  Langerie,  Moustier,  etc.,  mostly  scrapers  and 
knives.  Very  characteristic  of  that  remote  industry. 

353  Four  axes  of  the  Neolithic  period.  In  an  unfinished  state,  illustrating 

the  process  of  fabrication.  From  France. 
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354  Three  polished  hatchets.  One  perfect ; the  two  others,  after  having 

been  broken,  were  reciit  by  the  ancients.

355  A superb  hatchet.  In  yellowish  flint,  highly  polished.  Found  near 

Amiens.  Very  rare  in  such  condition. 

356  Another  remarkable  hatchet.  In  porphyry  (?);  highly  polis-hed. 

Also  of  great  rarity.  Found  near  Corbie,  north  of  France. 

357  Small  hatchet.  In  sienite.  From  Ireland.
